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Banking at Edmonton 


‘Edmonton, Aug. 21—‘Cheap mon- 
ey” was the request which stood out 
today when the Royal Commission on 
Banking, held a busy sitting here. 
Harry Bell, farmer of Namao, who 
said his position was identical with 
thousands of other agriculturists in 
western Canada, told how debts made 
on the basis of $1 and $1.50 wheat 
were now waiting to be paid with 
wheat selling at half the price. 

“J hear farmers say, for the love 
of mercy get us cheap money,” Mr. 
Bell said to the commission. “The 
banks are not to blame,” he assert- 
ed. “They have been all right, but 
the farmers in many cases had over- 
developed, had broken too much land 
_and they had borrowed when times 
were good.” 

Today’s sitting aiso brought ex- 
‘pression of the view that “remote 
control” was one of the handicaps 
which western borrowers are called 
upon to meet. A. D. Martin of Ea- 
monton, furnished Lord MacMillan 
and his fellow-commissioners with 
instances, which he claimed came 
from his own personal experience, 
where loans had been refused by 
eastern head offices of banks, even 
though good security :was offered. 
He suggested the establishment 2f 
provincial bankers’ committees, 
which would act as appeal boards 
from the decision of banks in mat- 
ters of credit. 

Representations received by the 
‘commission today came from a var- 
jety of sources. Opening with the 
brief of the provincial government, 
in which a central bank was given 
support and a policy which twould en- 
large wheet markets urged, the com- 
missioners were otfered suggestions 
from the Edmonton Chamber of Com- 
merce, ime city of Edmonton, W. R. 
Howson, leader of the Liberal Party 
in Alberta; Joseph A. Clarke, repre- 
senting the Edmonton Economic 
Club, and others in the farming, bus- 
jness and economic life of the city 
and province. 

General support for the establish- 
ment of a national central bank was 
given. The Edmonton Chamber of 
Commerce emphasized the necessity 
for cheap money. Mr. Clarke submit- 
ted a plan for what he termed the 
“hank tof pubic credity’ in which 
‘provision ‘was made for a federal 
board of nine members with provin- 
dial Yorganizatidns (branching jthere- 
from. 

“We sincerely -hope that any Sug- 
gestions “made by ‘the commission: 
will take cognizance of the serious 
social crisis that confronts cities such 
as Edmonton,” Mayor D. K. Knott 
of this city told the Royal Commis- 
sion. Mayor Knott submitted a brief 
on behalf of the city. Problems ot 
the city were common. to those which 
had already made representations, he 
said. 

It teould not be said too often, the 
mayor continued, that “the interest 
debt-building nature of our monetary 
system has loaded such a burden of 
annual debt charges on this city 1s 
to cripple the discharge of those 
essential services to the people for 
which community organizations iex- 
ist. 

“We are convinced that such social 
organizations as ourselves have 
reached the end of their tether under 
the present financial arrangements,” 
said Mayor Knott. ‘We cannot long 
meet these increasing debt cuarges 
and also discharge our social func- 
tions.” 

The brief also stated that “we 
view with alarm a financial system, 
however sound, that fails to bring

idle men and idle resources into some 
fruitful relationship.” 

A brief was submitted by W. R. 
Howson, leader of the Liberal party, 
in Alberta, and read by J. Boyd 
McBride. Mr. McBride explained that 
the brief was not filed as an official 
statement in a political sense, of the 
position of the Liberal party in Al- 
berta, “but rather as representing 
some common grounds held by that 
large body of Alberta citizens, name- 
ly, all those of Liberal views and 
ideas, whose voice might not other- 
wise be heard. 

These citizens 
l stated, that the Canadian banking 
| system has in recent years ‘fallen 
| short of modern requirements and of 
| meeting ‘the /unfortun'ate conditfions 
!which have prevailed in Alberta. 

Establishment, at the next revision 
lof the Bank Act, of a central national 
bank of rediscount “to direct and 
i control the issue of currency and the 
extension of credit through the 
‘banks of this country,” wes endorsed 
in the brief. It urged abandonment 
‘of the gold’ standard “at least 
for the present time and for so long 
as Great Britain and the United 
, States remain off.” It asked em- 
‘phatically for a reduction in interest 
rates and it dealt with the question 
of interlocking directorates. 

“We feel that no man should ut 
one and the same time be a borrower 
and lender to himself,” Mr. Howson’s 
brief asserted. ‘We say that he has 
no right to pass on loans’ in which 
he is directly or indirectly interested. 
For this reason we strike at interlock- 
ing directorates and we urge the 
commission to recommend statutory 
amendments prohibiting anyone from 
acting at the same time as a direc- 
tor of a bank and as a director of 
any corporation or owner of any busi- 
ness borrowing from that particular 
bank.” 

“T would like to draw the attention 
of the commission to the terrific 
mortality of Canadian banks,” said 
A. D. Martyn, manager of the Sas- 
katechewan Life Insurance Company. 

The number of Canadian banks 
had decreased from. 34 to 9 in a quar- 
ter of a century. “Our difficulty is re- 
mote control,” he asserted, and he 
furnished illustrations of how appli- 
cations for money were sent to head 
offices in eastern jCanada and re- 
fused, because the head offices ‘were

not in close touch with the situation. | 


Mr. Martyn suggested the appoint- 
ment of provincial bankers’. commit- 
teos)‘ofthree “men who? would“ be* in’ 
close touch with the situation. He 
felt that such a systen: would result 
in overcoming many of a borrower's 
difficulties in getting money. These 
committees might) act as appeal 
boards from decisions of banks on 
matters of loans. 

Joseph A. Ross, of Edmonton, as- 
serted that he had, as a lawyer, been 
required to enforce payment on loans 
bearing interest from nine to 25 per 
cent compounded. He _ considered 
this too high. 


Mr. Ross also stated that he was 
convinced that economic troubles 
sprang from war debts and repara- 


tions which should be adjusted. He 
asked the commission to draw this 
to the attentions of the: government. 

H. E. Nichols, farmer of $lyde, said 
that in “good times” banks were wil- 
ling to loan money. But in times of 
depression they were unwilling to do 
so, blaming their head offices for the 
contraction of credit. He thought the 
banks should reverse their policies 
curtailing their credit in time of 
prosperity and broadening it in times 
of depression. 


Members for Leduc and Wetaskiwin 


Mr. A. P. Mitchell, M.L.A., Leduc,gambling now permitted by law, 


and Mr. Hugh J. Montgomery, M. L. 
A., Wetaskiwin, addressed a large 
and appreciative audience in the 
Community hail, Breton, on Wednes- 
day evening. The meeting was pre- 
sided over by Mr. Walter Baynes. 
Mr. Mitchell, in his interesting and 


racy manner, gave a long list of 
statistics gleaned from Government 
reports, some of which furnished 


considerable amusement. to the audi- 
ence. He. dealt in detail with the 
report of the committee on State 
Medical Aid, of which he was a mpm- 
ber, and classed it as being recog- 
nized as the most complete report 
on the subject that had yet been 
made in any country. -He enumerat- 
ed the great number of advantages 
which ‘would result if the scheme 
was -brought into effect. The stumb- 
ling block to its adoption was the 
immense cost to carry it on. It would 
‘cost $13.75 per year for every juan, 
woman and child in the Province or 
‘a total yearly sum of $10,000,000.00. 
It was obvious that this amount 
‘could not be raised by direct taxa- 
tion as the taxes now already impos- 
-ed were beyond the ability of many 
‘to pay, and it was out of the ques- 
tion to raise them to any extent. He 
did, however, favor the legalization 
of Sweepstakes, the net proceeds to 
be used to pay the cost of State 
Medicine. With so many forms of 


man ybeing more dangerous and ob- 
noxious than sweepstakes, he _ be- 
lieved the Government would be well 
advised to legalize this form of sport 
for such a worthy cause. 

Mr. Montgomery explained the leg- 
islation of interest passed at the last 
session of the Legislature. The ob- 
ject of the most important Acts be- 
ing to protect the farmer on his farm 
and the home owner in the town 
from losing their property if their ap- 
peared to be any chance ultimately 
for them to save it. In this connec- 
tion he mentioned the new Debt Ada- 
justment Act, the Tax Arrears Con- 
solidation Act, and amendments to 
the Crop Payments Act and the BHx- 
emptions Act. 

Touching on Provincial finances 
he pointed out that the Provincial 
debt as at December 31, 1932, stood 
at the immense sum of $144,000,- 
06.00. T\wenty-one months ago, on 
March 31, 1931, the debt amounted to 
$118,000,000.00, or an increase during 
this period of $26,000,600.00, or $1,- 
250,000.00 per month. The Govern- 
ment appeared to be powerless to 
control the finances of the Province 
and hold the Public Debt -in check. 
The result is that for the current 
year it requires the large amount of 
$7,160,000.00 to pay the interest and 
debt charges out of a total anticipat-

Nelson 
the secretary was instructed to not- 
ify C.P.R. that it was the intention 


of the Council to abandon this di- 
version and construct road on road 
allowance. 


C.P.R. wrote re road diversions 
effecting N.W. 1-47-26-4 and S.E. 7- 
47226+4. It was moved by ‘Coun. 
Rickard that this matter be held for 
the present (pending receipt of in- 
formation in connection with the 
surveying and construction of this 
road. ‘ 

Mrs. Ida Maine wrote stating that 
her old age pension of $10 per 
month was not sufficient to keep her 
and asking Cloun'cil to approve an 
increase. It was pointed out that 
the Old Age Pensions Board was re-

after spending the day quietly re- 


cuperating from the strenuous efforts 
of his three weeks’ tour of Western 
Canada. 

Dauphin, Man. August 2¢th.—The 
western tour of Rt. T7on. W. L. Mac- 
kenzie King, federal Liberal leader, 
came to an end here Saturday night. 
At a great mass meeting in the 
auditorium skating rink, Mr. King 
bade farewell to the prairie provinc- 
es. A tour in which he has spoken in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta 
paid a two weeks’ visit to his own 
constituency of Prince Albert, and 
motored between three and four 
thousand miles. closed with his ap- 
pearance in this town of Northern 
Manitoba. The Liberal leader has 
made 65 speeches, almost entirely in 
the rural sections, during the five 
‘weeks since he left Ottawa. 

“Never have I known Liberalism to 
have the buoyant, vital energising 
force I find in it today,” Mr. King 
asserted. His trip had shown him the 
Liberal party had a larger following 
in Western Canada today than ever 
before, he said, and he believed this 
condition prevailed throughout the 
Dominion. In certain constituencies 
organization should be pursued on a 
more intensive scale, and he called 
upon the supporters of Liberalism to 
undertake this work. 

“This) world today is in a very rest- 
less condition,” Mr. King said. It 
was a time when conditions in other 
countries might easily spread to 
Canada. Therefore it behooved Canad-

new movement springing up in the 
Dominion, Mee eee : 
“As a result of’ my visit and the 
close contacts which I have made T 
believe 99 people out of 100 consider 
tariffs are too high,” suid the Liberal 
leader. The vast majority of people in 
Canada did not believe a tariff of 100 
per cent on certain commodities was 
necessary. 

“IT have been asked if I am going 
to bring up the old issue of the tar- 
iff,” he continued. “We have not 
brought up the tariff. The tariff had 
been made an all-important issue by 
Prime Minister Bennett. 

“Can anyone in this audience or in 
Canada tell me where Mr. Bennett 
stands on reciprocity with the United 


States " asked Mr. King. “Nobody 
knows.”

He declared there were serious 
conyitutional difficulties which 
mrde it practically impossible to car- 


ry out the C.C.F. program. Before 
Canada embraced such a_ program 
this country would do well to look 


at conditions in European conntriee 
in which sudden changes had been 
made. 


Control Minerals 


Banff, Aug. 17.—Great Britain and 
United States control three-quarters 
of the mineral resources of the world, 
it was revealed todjay, as the fifth 
biennial conference of the Institute 
of Pacific Relations in four round 
table conferences explored causes of 
conflict in the Pacific area. 

Centrol has passed into the hands 
of these nations as a result of their 
earlier entry into the field of heavy 
industry. Some of the best of the 
resources have been nearly exhaust- 
ed while the control over the rema 
der leaves little for other nations if 
the present controlling nations do 
not make their output available. 

Iron and coal were mentioned as 
vital factors in the development of 
heavy industry. Present control uf 
mineral resources persents a prob- 
lem to Japan, it was frankly recog- 
nized by non-Japanese members. of 
the conference. 

A non-Japanese member _ stated 
the continued industrial development 


of Japan is a reality 
that cannot be ignored. He declnred 
a plan is required that will enable 
Japan to obtain in a fair way those 
natural resources required by her to 
maintain the industrial development 
in which her people have shown mucl: 
skill and managerial ability. 

‘Continued study of the problem of 
the scale of living in different coun- 
tries brought out the viewpoint the 
productivity determined the stand 
of a people and not the standard of 
living their productivity. Standards 
of living would be raised by increas- 
ing productivity of goods and ser- 
vices but this brought into relief the 
matter of a better system of distri- 
bution. 

Further review of conference ac 
tivity brought out the matter of 
wheat and the statement was. cred: 
ited to a member involved in the 
wheat business that the grave fearr 
felt two years ago with respect to 
competition of Russian wheat was 
now a thing of the past.

OF WEALTH. 


Who has America’s “ready cash?” 
The current issue of Labor contain- 
ing extracts from the latest report 
of the U.S. Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency gives some illuminating facts 
concerning ithe comceentraltion of 
wealth as revealed by bank deposits. 

There are 30,556,105 deposit ac- 
counts in the more than 5,000 banks 
that are members of the Federal Re- 
serve System. These deposits ‘otal 
$23,542,307,000. Of this staggering 
sum—sufficient to pay of the nation- 
al debt and leave a handsome balance 
—45 per cent stands in the names of 
less than 1 per cent of the deposit- 
ors. Their accounts average $224,- 
000. 

The disparity between the few at 
the top and the many at the bottom 
is further emphasized by these fig- 
ures. Only 3.5 per cent of the depos- 
itors have accounts totalling $2,600 
and over, but they represent 76.3 per 
cent of the total. 


The remaining 96.5 per cent of 
the depositors have only 23.7 per cent 
of the deposits, and their average is 
only $189. Putting it another way— 
less than one twenty-fifth of the de 
positors have more than three-fifths 
of the deposits while more than twen- 
ty-four-twenty fifths of the deposit- 
ors have less than one-fourth of the 
deposits. 

It is not necessary to “interpret” 
such figures. They speak for them- 
selves.—Alberta Labor News.

PEGGED AT WINNIPEG 


Prices at Winnipeg have been ‘sus- 
tained by a pegged price for the first 
time in history. The market has 
been weak, with prices occasionally 
bobbing upward a little, only to close 
near the pegged level and st times 
unable to absorb offerings. This led 
to arrangements being made on tne 


exchange to handle legitimate hedg- | 


ings of the country elevators, which 
allowed them to continue daily pur- 
chases at market levels. Othenwise 
the grain companies would. have had 
to carry the risk on all purchases, 
and this would hlave meant lower 
cash prices. The crash came when 
Chicago market flopped hard to peg- 
ged levels of July 31, and millers and 
United States speculators alike hedg- 
ed and sold in Winnipeg, causing a 
six-cent break. Fear of a further 
break when Chicago pegs were re- 
moved led Canadians to peg prices 
as they stood.

Junior Grain Competitions 


Judging is now in progress by of-' 


ficials of the provincial department 
of agriculture of the field crop com- 
petitions of the junior grain clubs. 
There are this year 117 of these 
competitions, an increase of 45 trom 
last year. Of these 46 are wheat, 31 
Oats, 31 alfalfa, 7 barley, 1 corn and 
potatoes 1. The membership in the

High School Courses by Mail 


For some years the provincial de- 
partmentt of education has conduct- 
ed correspondence courses in the ele- 
mentary grades of school for’ the 
convenience of those unable to at- 
tend a school. Some 2,500 or more, 
chiefly those in outlying parts of the 
province, have taken advantage of 
these. It is now the purpose of the 
department to extend these courses 
to include instruction in all four 
grades of high school work, with the 
exception of commercial jand_ tech- 
nical courses. A small fee of $8 per 
unit will be charged to cover ad- 
ministrative costs, 


Alberta’s Success at Regina 


A review of the winnings mM 
various seed grain classes at the 
world grain congress at Regina re 
cently, shows Alberta’s total prizes 
to be $24,560, with an additional 
$1,700 won by members of the junior, 
intermediate and inter-college grain 
judging teams. The cash prizes tak- 
en constituted more than one-third of 
the prize monies offered in the clas- 
ses concerned. In two classes of 
wheat Alberta took 85 per cent of 
the money, and in two classes’ of 
oats won 80 per cent of the money. 

Summer School Attendance 

A total attendance of 870 Iwas re- 
corded at the annual teachers’ sum- 
mer school just closed at the Univer- 
sity of Alberta. This compared with 
981 last year. The school was oper- 
ated jointly by the university and de- 
partment of education. 

Prince’s Ranch Model at Toronto 

The model of the Prince of Wales 
ranch which attracted so much atten- 
tion at Regina grain congress, is to 
be removed to Toronto national exhi- 
bition, and will also be on display 
at the Royal Winter fair. The model 
is 120 feet long and is an almost per- 
fect replica of the ranch in every de 
tail.

The simple truth of the matter is 
that a man is practically required 
to steer Japanese bombs to their 
mark because they haven’t been 
able to develop bomb-sighting ma- 
chinery. 

As to why Japanses __ soldiers 
fight among themselves for the 
honor of being the bomb pilot who 
can look forward to being blown to 
certain oblivion, that’s a matter of 
easy to under. 
stand. Patriotism rules the Japan- 
ese to an almost fanatical degree, 
and love of country is so bound up 


with religion — the emperor being 
regarded as an incarnate god — 
that to be blown up in a bomb to 


further the successes of Nippon be 
comes something to be desired 
above all things. 

When one understands the pop 
ularity that  hari-kari, a form of 
suicide by self-disembowdlment has 


had among the Japanese for centur- 
ies, the national willingness to dive 
to death in a bomb, or in any other 


way, becomes credible. 

Hariykari, * as formerly practised, 
was compulsory upon a_ noble of 
the higher class who received a 


courteously phrased message from 
the Mikado intimating that he must 
die for some offense of lawbreaking 
or disloyalty. The suicide, using a 
jewelled dagger customarily sent by 
| the Mikado for performing the act, 


(proceeded in a prescribed _ ritual. 
Seated on a dais, surrounded — by 
officials ans friends. the suicide 
plunged the dagger into his  stom- 
ach below the waist line on the 
left side, drew it slowly across to 
the right and turning it. gave a 


slight upward cut. 


This compulsory suicide has been 


abelished, but the idea has such a 
striking appeal for the Japanese 
imaginetion ‘that some 500 hari- 
Yaris take place annually as a 
purely voluntary gesture. 


A NOVEL WIRELESS 


At the World Power Conference 
held in the Stockholm concert house 
a striking technical novelty was tn- 
troduced enabling audiences at con- 
ventions to listen to lectures in sev- 
eral languages simultaneously while 
moving about and without being dis- 
turbed by noises or by conversations 
between bystanders. 

This new contrivance, called the 
conference telephone, constructed by 
the L. M. Erickson Telephone Com- 
pany, is a portable wireless receiver 
outfit of tiny dimensions consisting 
of a coil antenna, placed around the 
shoulder, a small receiver box fixed 
in the button-hole or placed in a 
pocket and a head ‘phone. The trans- 
mitter antenna is mounted around 
the walls of the conference room, so 
that the bearer of the receiver outfit 
can stand or move anywhere in the 
room while listening to the lecture, 
undisturbed by conversation of other 
members of the audience. 


Another great advantage is the 
possibiilty of interpreting a lecture in 
different languages simultaneously. 
The interverters sit in an adoining 
room and send their interptetations 
over different wave-lengths for each 
language. The listener only has to 
chose the receiver outfit tuned for 
the wave-length of the language he 
prefers to hear. This will naturally 
greatly shorten the duration of the 
proceedings and forms an elegant so- 
lution of the difficulties previously 
encountered at conferences when us- 
ing the costly and complicated meth. 
od nvith fixed telephone receivers at 
each seat with cords that are apt to 
get entangled and cause inconvenl- 
ence. 

This revolutionizing i nnovation 
was enthusiastically received by the 
900 members of the conference, who 
also admired other electric installa- 
tions, including signal Nights in dif- 
ferent: colors jindicating the differ 
ent languages used and an automat- 
ic telephone system between the con- 
ference officials—St. Thomas Times 
Journal. 


Chief Justice Simmons scored 
foreign-born persons living itt Can- 
ada iwiho weited lengthy periods be- 
fore applying for naturalization 
papers when John (Charley Polley 
oX Calgary, appeared before him.

Alberta Crop 
Report No. 9 


(Issued by the Department of Agri- 
culture, Edmonton, Saturday, Aug- 
ust 19th, 1933). 


Cutting of the wheat crop in Al- 
berta has commenced, and is fairly 
general in all parts save in the more 
northern districts. Cutting of coarse 
grains has also commenced in cer- 
tain districts. The crops have rip- 
ened so rapidly under the continued 
warm, dry weather that harvesting 
has become general somewhat earlier 
than is usual. 

While the Department is not at 
present issuing an official estimate 
of what the average yield of wheat 
over the province is likely to be, it 
hes become certain that the total 
harvest of wheat will be far below 
that of 1932. Over a fairly well-de- 
fined area in the south-eastern part 
of he jprovince, described roughly 
as extending from the South Sask- 
atchewan river north to Township 33 


and from Range 15 to the eastern 
boundary of the province, excluding 
irrigation areas, the crops have 


largely failed due to drought, and a 8.24, 


very large percentage of the seed- | 
ed area will not be harvested, ;while. 
on the balance the yield will be very 


light indeed. Over the balance at 
the province aside from this area, | 
however, there will be a medium 


crop ‘of wheat with estinyates of 
yields ranging from 10 to 15 bushels | 
in districts immediately adjacent to 
the drought} area both jsouth and 
north, to as high as 26 bushels in a 
few favored districts elsewhere in 
the province. Along the southern 
fringe of the province west and 
south-west of Medicine Hat, some 
fairly good yields are expected. The 
Peace River and Grande Prairie dis- 
tricts report conditions good, with. 
prospects of good yields, though rain | 
would be welcome in a few sections 
to aid the filling process. 


As might be expected, the drought} 
conditions affected the coarse grains | 
more seriously than the wheat, and: 
in most districts in the central and! 
southern areas there will be a dis- 
tinct shortage of greenfeed and other 
feed crops, although as in wheat 
there are districts in the north cen- 
tral areas more favored in this re- 
spect. An unusual situation has de- 
veloped this year in the foothill cat- 
tle country between High River and 
Pincher Creek, where pastures have 
burned under the prolonged dry, hot 
spell. Here, as in the drted-out crop 


Areas, the feed situation has become 
incre or less acute. The whole feed 
situation is now being reviewed by 
the Department to ascertain what 
action may be necessary. 


Grasshoppers are still. doing a lit- 
tle damage even though on the wing, 
but the percentage of loss from hop- 
pers thig_season hes been held down 
almost to the minimum, as a result 
of the intensive poisoning campaign 
effected during the early part of the 
growing season, 

Crops on irrigated areas are nor- 
mal. Second cutting of alfalfa at! 
Lethbridge is reported somewhat 
light. Sugar beets aree coming on 
well, but a somewhat lighter yield 
than last year is expected. 

Precipitation Records 

Precipitation records at various 
points reporting show the precipita- 
tion from April 1st to August 16th 
inclusive to be as follows, Medicine 
Hat 5.94 inches, Empress 4.23, Leth- 
bridge 6.72, Macleod 5.34, Foremost 
Cardston 5.87, Calgary 6.24,

At Lethbridge the ten-year average 
rainfall for the same period as quot? 
ed above was 6.47 inches, at Medi- 
cine Hat was 6.78 inches, at Calgary 
was 10.75 inches, and at Bdmonton 
was 5.54 inches, so that at Leth- 
bridge and Medicine Hat the rain- 
fall was practically normal this year, 
at Calgary it was below the ten-year 
average, and at Edmonton was above 
the average.
